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How  to  Grow  the  “Roses  of  Newcastle” 


WHEN  TO  PLANT — Our  roses  are  grown 
in  large  pots  or  crocks  and  in  full  foliage  when 
shipped.  They  can  be  planted  any  time  dur- 
ing the  year  when  the  ground  can  be  dug;  the 
best  time  in  the  north  is  right  after  corn 
planting  time  when  all  danger  of  severe  frost 
is  past.  There  is  no  set  time.  In  climates 
similar  to  Indiana  you  may  plant  our  plants 
satisfactorily  up  until  the  first  of  July,  also  in 
latter  August,  September  and  October.  Don* t 
forget  our  plants  are  pot  grown,  and  in 
full  foliage  and  are  not  dormant  leafless 
nursery  grown  plants  such  as  are  sold  by 
traveling  nursery  agents.  These  latter 
plants  can  only  be  planted  during  March  and 
April  while  they  are  dormant.  In  the  Southern 
and  Pacific  coast  states,  plant  in  the  Spring,  in 
the  Fall  or  whenever  you  elect. 

HOW  TO  PLANT— When  received  place 
the  roots  in  luke  warm  water  or  thin  mud  for 
an  hour  or  so  before  planting.  Select  a sunny 
location  not  close  to  large  trees  for  planting. 
Ordinary  good  garden  soil  will  do.  If  available, 
spade  in  a liberal  quantity  of  well  rotted  cow 
or  stable  manure;  chicken,  sheep  and  hog 
manure  may  be  used  in  small  quantities. 
Spade  down  to  at  least  twelve  inches.  Set  the 
bushes  fifteen  to  eighteen  inches  apart,  putting 
the  roots  well  below  the  surface  and  be  sure 
that  they  are  spread  out  carefully.  Cover 
completely  with  soil  and  firm  it  down  around 
the  plant.  Water  thoroughly  when  planting. 
Don't  be  afraid  to  soak  the  soil  to  the  bottom 
of  the  roots,  then  withhold  the  water  until  the 
soil  becomes  fairly  dry.  Don't  keep  the  soil 
around  the  plants  wet  all  the  time.  Watering 
should  be  done  in  the  early  morning  or  in  the 
evening.  A good  drying  out  makes  new  roots 
and  new  growth.  If  the  weather  is  hot  and 
the  sun  bright  after  planting  keep  the  plants 
covered  with  newspapers  or  similar  material 
during  the  day  for  four  or  five  days.  Where 
possible,  spraying  the  foliage  with  water  under 
high  pressure  will  keep  them  clean  and  healthy. 
We  recommend  the  plant  food  and  insecticides 
offered  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

PRUNING — All  roses  may  be  cut  back 
about  one-half  the  previous  year's  growth. 
Do  this  in  the  early  Spring  while  the  plants  are 
dormant.  After  the  plants  bloom,  get  the  full 
benefit  of  the  flowers  by  cutting  them  off. 
This  produces  new  blooming  shoots.  Buds 
that  are  malformed  and  fail  to  develop  should 
be  removed  and  the  soil  around  the  plants 
should  be  enriched  with  a good  plant  food, 
a little  air-slaked  lime,  or  well  rotted  cow 
manure  to  give  the  plants  more  root  action  and 
greater  health. 

WINTER  PROTECTION— All  roses  are 
benefited  during  the  winter  by  covering  them 
with  leaves,  hay,  straw,  evergreen  boughs 
where  more  or  less  air  may  circulate.  Before 
covering  them,  if  available,  mulch  around  the 
plant  with  well  rotted  cow  manure.  Don't 
cover  the  plants  until  they  have  at  least  one  or 
two  good  freezings,  then  put  the  covering  on 
gradually.  Don't  remove  the  covering  in  the 
Spring  until  the  weather  is  settled  and  all 
danger  of  frost  is  past. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION— After  plant- 
ing, if  the  leaves  turn  yellow  and  drop  off,  do 
not  be  alarmed.  This  is  Nature's  way  of  con- 
serving the  vitality  of  the  plant.  It  will  im- 
mediately throw  out  new  and  stronger  shoots. 
If  the  yellow  leaves  do  not  drop  off  pull  them 
off.  It  will  help  the  plant. 

If  plants  during  the  growing  season  develop 
diseased  foliage  that  means  the  root  action  is 
poor  and  the  plant  needs  nourishment  in  the 
way  of  a good  plant  food  or  well  rotted  cow 
manure.
